MANY USES FOR ALCOHGi.. 


Germany Is Encouraging Its Appl 
cation for Fuel and tor Power 
Purposes,; 


The kaiser of Germany is encourag- 
ing every effort toward the use of al- 
echol tor lighting, fuel and power 
purposes, and under the stimulus ot 
prizes offered to inventors and engine 
constructors it is being largely util- 
ized in various ways. Alcohol is eco- 
nomically made from a number of 
products in Germany, and conse~ 
quently the supply of it is very large. 
At a recent exhibition demonstrating 
the use of alcohol there were shown 
a number of motors, farming iniple- 
ments and similar things propelled 
by an alcohol flame. There were 
also lamps which displayed great effi- 
ciency. In a report recently made 
to Washington, Consul General Guen- 
ther writes from Frankfort that the 
chief of the fire department of Han- 
over has recertt#y invented an alcohol 
firing apparati, used in connection 
with. au automobile fire engine, 
which is said to be very satisfactory 
in practice. The engine is driven to 
the scene of the fire by an alcohol 
motor, and while on the way the 
steam is gotten up by the new inven- 
tion noted above so that the engine 
is ready for operation immediately 
onjits arrival on the ground. Ordi- 
narily it is necessary to keep the en- 
gine constantly fired in order that 
the steam supply may be immediate- 
ly available. Otherwise much time 
is lost in getting up steam. 


BEAGLES WERE TINY DOGS. 


Diminutive Canines of Ancient Breed 
That Couid Be Carried in 
u Glove, 


There is no question that the beagle 
is a very old breed. Early Roman ac- 
counts of England contain references 
to the beagle, even by name. Books 
published from about 1580 to 1610 de- 
scribe several varieties of hounds, in- 
eluding “the little beagle which may 
be carried in a man’s glove.” That 
the miniature hound was extremely 
popular at the time was evident from 
Queen Elizabeth keeping a pack which 
were also said to be small enough 
to put in a glove, says the Country 
Life in America.

UNCLE SAM AS MISSIONARY. 


Bg the Uneclean Places in Cuba 
q. Were Renovated by the Amer- 


iean Authorities, 


Cuban cities, like Havana and San- 
tiago, previous to the Spanish war, 
were great breeders of pestilence, and 
menaces to the world. Now yellow 
fever and smallpox have been practi- 
cally stamped out, and the death rate 
in the island has decreased one-half, 
and was lowe: in Havana last winter 
than in New York, says the Woman’s 
Home Companion. 

In Havana an engineer corps insti- 
tuted a general system of houseclean- 
ing. Every house in the city was 
cleaned from top to bottom under the 
supervision of American officers, 
whether the tenant was of high or low 
degree; remonstrances availed noth- 
ing. As many as 16,000 houses were 
cleaned in one month. The sewer sys- 
tem was given equal attention; the 
American authorities cleansed and re- 
paired every foot of sewer, and did it 
so thoroughly and scientifically that 
not a man in the cleaning squads was 
taken ill. 


A DIAMOND’S WORTH. 


The X-Ray Can Be Relied On with 
Absolute Certainty in Making 
the Test, 


In detecting a false gem from a gen- 
uine, the X-ray, says an artic & 
X-ray photography, in 
Monthly, can be relied on with apse- 
lute certainty. Diamonds, as is well 
known, are pure carbon; and carbon, 
which is opaque to ordinary light, is 
transparent to the Roentgen light, 
while glass, which is transparent to 
ordinary light, is opaque to the Roent- 
gen ray. On an X-ray photograph 
of a real diamond nothing will show 
but the shadow of the gold setting. 

An interesting experiment was made 
recently in watching with the aid of an | 
X-ray machine and a fluoroscope, mo- 
tions carried on inside of an opaque 
body. A goose was fed with food 
mixed with subnitrate of bismuth salt, 
which absorbs the X-ray. The pas- 
sage of the food down the long neck 
of the goose could be plainly traced 
by the moving shadow cast on the 
fluoroscope screen.
